State -University Ex- 
tenion specialists also presented a 
"low cost" spray- schedule for those 
growers who wish to keep spray costs 
at a minimum or produce apples 
only for canning.

specialists and Dr. Fred Lewis and 
Frank Hewetson of the Arendtsville 
Fruit Laboratory. 


They told the growers that the 


"better finish" schedule "attempt 
carefully to balance pest control,, 
fruit finish and yield. While the 
cost of the schedule is greater per 
acre, research plots show that the 
cost per bushel of fruit is usually 
less."

Use of new organic fungicides, 
such as captan and glyodin, with or 
without mercury, was recommended 
for those seeking a -letter finish to 
their fruits. State University Ex- 
tenion specialists alvo presented a 
"low cost” spray schedule for those 
growers w ho wish to keep spray costs 
at a minimum or produce apples 
only for canning. 
Control Of Disease 
The reports on insects and disease 
control were given by Dr. Robert 
Kirby and John Pepper, extension 
specialists and Dr. Fred Lewis and 
Frank Hewetson of Lie Arendtsville 
Fruit Laboratory. 
They told the growers that the 
“better finish” schedule “attempts 
carefully to balance pest control, 
fruit finish and yield. While the 
cost of the schedule is greater per 
acre, research plot* show that the 
cost per bushel of fruit is usually 
less.” 
In general the experts urged the 
use of a glyodin-organic mercury 
mixture through pink or petal fall, 
with captan given preference rn the 
cover sprays. 
On Golder* Delicious, captan I* 
preferred in all ipravs. On Red 
Delicious, Gano and Baldwin, cap­ 
tan may cause leaf injury if u^ed be­ 
fore the third cover spray, thev said. 
A printed “Appl* and Peach Spray 
Schedules for 1955” was precented to 
the approximately 300 growers pre­ 
sent for the meetings. 
John V Reuf, of the extension 
* staff, argued in favor of better pack­ 
aging. He cited instances in which 
fruit from the same orchards packed 
by different methods “wound up

NEW YORK (fl — The baby sis- 


ter of the A-bomb~thet private 
atomic industry—is' 9 months old 
today. 


She isn't walking yet. But she's 


grown much more rapidly than 
many expected when President Ei- 
senhower signed the Atomic En- 
ergy Act Aug. 30, 1954. 


Harnessing the atom to com- 


merical use is well under way. An 
atomic-powered plant to feed elec- 
tricity into commercial power lines 
is abuilding on the banks of the 
Ohio. Others are projected in the 
Hudson Valley, in New England, 
California, Illinois, Michigan and 
elsewhere. 


Pushing- Research 


Use of the by-products of.nuclear 


fission in many industrial proc- 
esses was widespread even before 
Congress lowered somewhat the 
bars to private use of nuclear fis- 
sion for power. 


Scientists have formed consult- 


ant agencies to steer corporations 
wanting to get a head start in the 
atomic race. Moneyed men have 
formed groups to finance atomic 
Industry. A mutual fund that spe- 
cializes in stocks of companies in 
various atomic activities has even 
been formed. 


Corporations have announced 


plans to build nuclear reactors in 
Ohio, New York, Illinois, and plan 
them elsewhere.' Still others are 
drawing up plans for atomic re- 
search and development projects 
for submission to the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission before the dead- 
line a month from today. 


Will Take Time 


None* of this means that nuclear 


fission is going to be a big part 
of your life tomorrow, or next year. 
It •will be a long time coming, but 
the start is much snappier than 
the pessimists predicted. 


Some corporations are working 


with AEC on power plants at least 
partly financed with public funds.

treaty ratification 'started Thurs- 
day 
in the Bundestag

house). 


A spokesman for Chancellor 


Konrad Adenauer's Christian Dem- 
ocratic party told the deputies that 
the Saar, whose" future ''Euro- 
pean" status under the Paris pacts 
touched off a rebellion by two par- 
ties- of the governing coalition, is 
"German territory." 


The spokesman, Otto Lenz, said 


it was "regrettable that France 
has linked the_. Saar agreement 
with the Paris treaties." But he 
said nobody had any better solu- 
tion for determining the future of 
the Saar. That industrially rich ter- 
ritory, German before World Wa 
H, now is virtually autonomous but 
tied to France economically. 


Will Hold Plebiscite 


But he emphasized the Saar will 


have an opportunity to decide its 
own political future at a plebiscite.

day is at a peak of production de- 
spit* the fact that during the last 
60 years there has been a steady 
decline in the numb'er of farms in 
the state and the total acreage in 
production," I>r. Larson said. 


"Pennsylvania stands 32nd in the 


IT. S. in tillable acreage, yet it is 
14th' in the nation in total agricul- 
tural production. 


Production Increases 


"Nearly six million acres of land 


have gone out of production since 
1879, but the production has steadily 
increased. 


"You fanners who produce fruits 


and vegetables have a great task to 
perform. One-third 
of the 
food 


consumed in the U. S. consists of 
fruits and vegetables, yet only three 
per cent of the farm land is devoted 
to production of fruits and vege- 
tables. 


•'Actually theie have been two 


revolutions in agriculture in the 
last hundred years in Pennsylvania. 
The first was a development of 
horse-drawn machinery; the second 
was the development of mechanical 
and electric power. And the mechan- 
ization of the farm has come about 
to a large extent only within the 
last few years. In 1910 there were 
exactly 1,000 tractors on farms 
throughout the United States. By 
1949 there were 3,500,000 and that 
figure has probably reached 5,000,000 
by now. 


"In 1910 there were no trucks 


reported in use on faims. In 1949 
there were 2,000,000, and possibly 
another million have been added 
in the last six years. 


Combines And Milken 


"Combines present an interesting 


comparison. In 1910 there were 1,000 
combines on various farms. In 1940, 
15 yeaxs ago, there were 190,000' 
combines in use. Nine years later, 
1949, there were 590,000 combines on 
the farms, and the figure today is 
much higher than that. 


"Milkers totalled 4,000 way back 


in 1910, forty-five years ago. In 
1949 there were 658,000 and the 
number has increased tremendously 
since. 


"Each year there are not only 


greater numbers of machines put 
into use, but,many new ones come 
into existence to meet needs, to do 
a better job. We seem to be right 
in the midst of the mechanization 
of farming at the moment. 


"Similarily electric power has come 


to the farms only recently, within 
about the past decade to most 
farmers. Increased fertilization and 
lime, development of chemicals, in- 
secticides, 
weediicides, antibiotics, 


Improved management practices, new 
developments in all areas are crowd- 
ing in year after year. Actually the 
application of science to farming is 
in a sense only beginning. We are all 
aware of what is happening. We 
need to be on our toes to keep up 
with the developments." 


Must Collect Tax 


Clarence Anstine, York, district 


Social Security manager, gave de- 
tails of Social Security and answered 
many questions. He told the grow- 
ers that they need to collect social 
security tax from any emploje earn- 
ing over $100 a year, "whether it is 
a child of 14 or an old man of 72. 
The tax is on the wage earner and 
he is taxed even though he may 
be receiving social security pay- 
ments at the same time. Similarly 
youth has' nothing to do with such 
payments. In Hollywood we even 
have some persons paying social 
security tax who are only a few 
weeks old—the infants who appear 
in movies." 


"In your operations, I recommend 


that you keep records throughout 
the year. Someone may help out 
in peach thinning and earn only 
a few dollars. Then he may come 
back to help with the cherry picking 
and earn a few more. Later he may 
spend a day or two picking apples. 
It may seem like he is getting a 
very small amount, but it would 
be awful easy for him to get over 
the $100 mark during the season. So 
it's best to keep peifeot records. 


Some Had Trouble 


"And don't let some elderly per- 


son talk you out of deducting the 
social security tax. There have been 
a number of employers who have 
gotten into trouble when some re- 
tired man decides he wants to work 
a little, and then suddenly discovers, 
after he has arranged to work with- 
out social security deduction, that 
he can get a nice income for the 
rest of his life after about two years 
work. Then 
the 
employer 
has 


trouble If he hasn't made the deduc- 
tions. 


"Similnrly I think the internal 


revenue department will rule that 
the fruit grower is the employer 
of the gongs of migrant workers, 
and not the gang bosses. There may 
be a few instances when* agree- 
ments can be worked out that the 
gang boss is the employer, and 
therefore has to tnlrp care of the 
social security. But I think you will 
be better off assuming each migrant 
worker in * gang is your own per- 
sonal employe, and make the deduc- 
tion accordingly."
